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Public  Meet 
Considers 
Hill  Permit 
Parking

Responding  lo  petitions  from  residents 
around  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH)  the  City's  Dept.  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  (DPT)  has  delineated  an  area 
around  the  facility  for  possible  inclusion 
in  the  Residential  Permit  Parking  (RPP) 
program  and  presented  its  proposal  to  a 
public  meeting  June  27  at  Carr  Audi- 
torium at  SFGH. 

Under  the  RPP  program,  now  in  effect 
in  22  areas  of  San  Francisco,  streets  are 
posted  with  time  limit  signs  and  only 
residents  on  those  streets  are  exempted 
from  parking  restrictions  upon  purchase 
of  a  $21  annual  permit. 

As  explained  by  John  Newlin,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Traffic  Engineering  Divi- 
sion of  the  DPT,  restrictions  are  typically 
in  effect  from  7  a.m.  to  fi  p.m.  on  week- 
days only.   Newlin,  who  conducted  tlie 
meeting  with  the  aid  of  Bob  Lynch  and 
Bond  Yee  of  DPT,  answered  questions 
from  some  100  neighbors  of  SFGH  at- 
tending. 

According  to  Newlin  the  RPP  program 
is  slated  to  kick  in  on  the  completion 
of  the  parking  garage  now  under  con- 
struction between  23rd  and  24th  Streets 
across  from  SFGH  in  July  of  1996. 

Interest  in  the  RPP  system  was  first 
voiced  in  May, 1994,  when  complaints 
about  parking  around  SFGH  were  brought 
up  in  a  public  meeting  called  by  the 
hospital.  As  reported  in  The  View  regu- 
larly since  then,  a  group  of  interested 
citizens  canvassed  the  neighborhood  and 
gathered  the  required  number  of  signa- 
tures on  petitions  to  request  DPT  action. 
In  the  meantime  DPT  conducted  a  park- 
ing survey  of  the  area  roughly  bounded 
by  Carolina,  20th,  Alabama,  and  25th 
Streets.  The  survey,  taken  during  busi- 
ness hours  on  a  weekday,  revealed, 
among  other  things,  that  of  the  3,085 
vehicles  parked  in  the  area  only  26  per- 
cent were  registered  to  residents  of  the 
study  area  and  74  percent  were  non- 
resident vehicles. 

With  petitions  gathered  and  the  survey 
completed,  DPT  called  the  June  27  meet- 
ing to  get  reactions  from  citizens  on 
their  feelings  about  Residential  Permit 
Parking,  about  the  proposed  boundaries 
(see  diagram),  end  about  parking  time 
limits  and  periods. 

Everyone  at  the  meeting  was  afforded 
a  chance  to  ask  questions  and  make 
statements,  and  reactions  were  mixed, 
from  the  vehemently  negative  ("I'm  op- 
posed to  everything  being  proposed  here!") 
to  the  cautiously  optimistic  ("We  want  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
neighborhood.")  One  opponent  went  so 
far  as  to  accuse  SFGH  of  promoting  RPP 
as  a  punitive  measure  "for  speaking  out 
on  the  SFGH  parking  situation."  It  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  citizens  can 
petition  to  be  excluded  from  the  program, 
but  that  no  RPP  area  in  San  Francisco 
has  ever  petitioned  to  drop  out. 

More  meetings  are  planned  before  the 
implementation  of  RPP  as  parking  and 
traffic  officials  consider  citizens'  reac- 
tions and  input. 


Anti-Violence  Fund  Helps  Education

In  a  single  year  four  million  American 
women  are  battered  by  their  husbands 
or  boyfriends.  More  women  are  victimi- 
zed by  the  crime  of  domestic  violence 
than  by  burglery,  muggings  or  other 
physical  crimes  combined.  It  occurs  in 
all  races  and  all  socioeconomic  groups, 
but  domestic  violence  is  a  crime  that 
is  all  too  often  ignored. 

"Many  think  it's  a  private  matter,  a 
family  matter,  none  of  our  business," 
said  Family  Violence  Prevention  Fund 
(Fund)  Executive  Director  Esta  Soler. 
"They  are  wrong.  Domestic  violence 
is  our  business." 

The  Fund,  which  is  located  at  the 
base  of  Potrero  Hill  on  Rhode  Island 
Street,  is  promoting  a  nationwide 
public  education  campaign  entitled 
"There's  No  Excuse  for  Domestic  Vio- 
lence." The  campaign  is  designed  to 
educate  Americans  about  domestic 
violence,  and  to  promote  prevention 
and  intervention. 

Valery  Sheehan,  who  works  for  the 
Fund  as  Clinic  Training  Project  Co- 
ordinator, described  one  ad  in  which  a 
couple  is  lying  in  bed  and  hearing  a 
violent  argument  going  on  in  the  apart- 
ment upstairs.  They  look  toward  the 
fighting  and  toward  each  other 
several  times,  and  then  the  man  reaches 
toward  the  telephone,  but  all  he  does 
is  switch  off  the  bedside  lamp.  This  is 
followed  by  a  written  message:  "it  is 


your  business." 

As  part  of  the  "No  Excuse"  campaign, 
the  Fund  has  also  created  a  Community 
Action  Kit  with  information  on  what 
to  do  if  someone  is  being  abused,  re- 
ferrals to  coalitions  against  domestic 
violence,  and  inspirational  accounts  of 
people  who  have  organized  in  their  neigh- 
borhoods and  schools  to  stop  the  violence. 

The  Fund  began  in  1980  and  was  orig- 
inally located  at  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital,  Sheehan  explained.  It  is  now  a 
national  agency  with  an  operating  budget 
of  $1.7  million  a  year.  Last  year's  move 
to  Rhode  Island  Street  was  motivated  by 
the  Fund's  need  for  more  space. 

There  are  a  number  of  agencies  and 
shelters  providing  refuge  to  victims  after 
they  have  been  battered,  but  Sheehan 
feels  the  Fund  is  unique  in  that  it  wants 
to  stop  the  violence  from  occurring  in 
the  first  place. 

Besides  its  public  education  cam- 
paign, the  Fund  also  has  programs  in 
health  care  and  in  the  criminal  justice 
system.  The  Fund  emphasizes  that 
domestic  violence  is  a  health  issue  and 
has  been  distributing  information  to 
medical  researchers  and  health  care 
professionals.  Sheehan  explained  that 
their  last  health  care  project  included 
producing  a  manual  to  help  health  care 
providers  improve  the  response  of  the 
emergency  health  care  system  to 
domestic  violence.  The  manual  was 
distributed  to  hospitals,  doctors  and 


nurses  all  across  the  country. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Fund  has  been 
training  police  officers,  prosecutors  and 
judges  in  the  intricate  and  complex 
dynamics  of  domestic  violence. 

As  part  of  its  Judicial  Education  Pro- 
ject, the  Fund  recently  developed  a 
prototype  for  a  CD-ROM  based  judicial 
education  program  on  domestic  violence 
cases  in  the  criminal  court  called 
"Domestic  Violence:  A  Virtual  Con- 
ference for  Judges,"  the  program  allows 
users  to  interact  witli  a  prosecutor,  a 
defense  attorney,  and  other  judges,  as 
well  as  domestic  violence  experts. 

Other  Fund  projects  include  policy 
efforts  in  Washington,  including  support 
for  the  Violence  Against  Women  Act. 
which  was  attached  to  the  federal  Critiie 
Bill  . 

Closer  to  home,  the  Fund  created  the 
San  Francisco  Family  Violence  Project, 
which  provides  a  full  spectrum  of  ' 
services  to  more  than  2.400  San  Fran- 
cisco battered  women  eacli  year.  The 
Fund  also  provides  specialized  services 
and  training  on  domestic  violence  iu 
Buy  Ai'oa  hnv  enforcement  iind  heullh 
cure  profc.-»ioiml>.  judgo>  und  >ei'vicc- 
piovidci's. 

Finally,  the  i-uno  is  active  in  proiiioi- 
ing  programs  to  prevent  immigrants  from 
experiencing  domestic  violence.  It  is 
working  to  expand  victims'  acces**  to

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''Resort. . Attitude  Victim ? 

The  future  of  San  Trancisco's  waterfront  continues  to  be  the  subject  of  countless 
advisory  committees,  draft  plans  and  pieces  of  legislation.  But  sometimes  a  seem- 
ingly offhnnd  remark  by  ii  public  official  becomes  more  revealing  about  the  under- 
lying intentions  of  San  Francisco's  Port  Commission  than  a  whole  forest  full  of 
position  papers. 

The  issue  at  hand  is  tlie  future  of  the  Mission  Rock  Resort,  a  neighbor  of  sorts  to 
Potrero  Mill  down  on  China  Basin.  There  ai-e  various  matters  in  dispute  between 
the  Port  and  the  restaurant,  among  them  the  amount  of  rent  to  be  paid  and  whether 
the  building  will  be  improved.  Aside  from  these  matters,  there  is  o  serious  question 
about  what  appears  to  bo  the  criteria  being  used  to  give  Mission  Rock  the  heave-ho 
from  the  waterfront. 

In  a  recent  interview  with  the  San  Francisco  i^xaminer.  Port  Commission  president 
Preston  fook  showed  some  examples  of  how  he  makes  his  decisions.  Referring  to 
the  Mission  Rock  Resort,  he  said,  "1  could  not  expect  to  bring  my  wife  down  there 
for  lunch  or  dinner,"  referring  to  what  he  considered  the  restaurant's  ptiysical  dete- 
rioration, food  and  atmosphere.  "The  last  time  1  was  (there),"  he  added,  "the  choices 
seemed  to  be  no  more  than  hot  dogs  and  hamburgers  and  french  fries.  We  can  do 
better  than  tliat." 

Cook  has  a  right  to  his  personal  tastes,  but  last  time  we  looked,  we  thought  we 
had  progressed  beyond  King  Louis  XIV  and  his  proclamation.  "L'etat  c'est  moi"  — 
the  slate  is  me.  Or  have  we?  Is  the  future  of  this  city's  waterfront  being  decided 
even  in  pari  on  Ihe  basis  of  one  man's  prejudices?  That's  not  Ihe  way  to  make 
a  decision  about  renewing  a  lease  —  and  it's  certainly  not  the  way  to  make  public 
policy.

HOSTAGE  SHARES  HER  EXPERIENCE: 

Hill  resident  Mauri  Schwartz  described  for  View  readers  the  "most  harrowing  and 
frightening  experience"  of  her  life.  She  had  been  a  passenger  on  ill-fated  TWA  Flight 
847  which  was  hijacked  on  June  14  on  a  flight  from  Athens  to  Rome.  Released  by 
her  captors  after  "just  32  hours,"  Schwartz  was  able  to  converse  with  some  of  her 
captors  and,  she  said  back  in  1985,  "developed  an  appreciation  for  the  complexities 
of  the  politics  of  the  Middle  East."  At  View  press  time,  the  hijacked  plane  with  40 
of  the  153  original  passengers  was  still  sitting  at  Beirut  Airport. 

MEETINGS  FOCUS  ON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL: 

A  series  of  meetings  involving  Potrero  Middle  School  faculty  and  staff  end  parents 
in  response  to  concerns  about  disciplinary  problems,  truancy,  graffiti,  and  "question- 
able behavior"  of  students  before  and  after  school,  resulted  in  a  series  of  demands 
to  the  Board  of  Education  and  then-Superintendent  of  Schools  Robert  Alioto.  These 
ran  the  gamut  from  a  "decrease  in  the  number  of  Special  Education  children  from 
outside  the  school  area"  to  "establish  priorities  for  any  additional  monies  allocated 
to  the  school."  A  "working  and  meaningful  parents  group"  was  established. 

"SCAMPER"  DRAWS  RECORD  CROWD: 

The  third  annual  "Scenic  Scamper,"  an  eight-kilometer  benefit  run  for  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  drew  more  than  170  participants.  Among  them  were  then- 
Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  (a  Hill  resident)  and  then-Supervisor  Louise  Renne.  Agnos 
doubled  as  guest  starter.  Winners  were  Eddie  Lanzarin  and  Elise  Sachs.  Special 
awards  went  to  wheelchair  participant  Paul  Gelty,  and  the  youngest  competitor 
William  Wood,  age  eight. 

PASTOR  TO  BE  HONORED:

The  future  of  Mission  Rock  Resort  at 
China  Basin  hangs  in  the  balance  between 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Resort's 
current  owners. 

The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission, 
owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  bar, 
restaurant  and  nmrina        has  moved 
to  oust  current  owners  of  the  Resort, 
Norma  Wahl  and  her  daughter  and  co- 
manager  Deborah  Marshall  who  have 
held  the  property  since  1975.  The  Com- 
mission is  issuing  a  Request  for  Proposals 
(RFP)  which  will  open  bidding  for  new 
ownership.  The  RFP  is  expected  to  be 
issued  by  late  August. 

Tlie  Port's  marketing  director  Carolyn 
Macmillan  is  very  clear  about  the  Port's 
intentions.  "We  need  another  operator 
to  come  in,"  Macmillan  said,  stressing 
the  Rock's  precarious  financial  situation 
as  the  primary  reason  for  the  search. 

Meanwhile,  Wahl  and  Marshall  con- 
tinue to  search  for  investment  partners 
to  bail  out  the  beleagured  business 


which  has  been  operating  on  a  month-to- 
month  lease  basis  for  a  year.  An  RFP 
last  year  produced  no  new  owners 
acceptable  to  the  Port  Commission.

China  Basin  Fire  Levels 
Westbay  Recycling  Plant 


By  Bernard  Gershater 

Within  days  after  a  noxious  June  7  fire 
across  from  Pier  48  it  was  business-as- 
usual  at  Westbay  Recycling.  Business- 
as-usual  is  the  recycling  mostly  of  paper, 
cardboard  and  plastic  products  -  much  of 
it  trucked  in  during  the  week  and  on 
Sunday  mornings  by  long  lines  of  people 
pushing  grocery  carts  full  of  bottles, 
cans,  newspapers  and  cartons 

"Sending  up  huge  plumes  of  black  smoke 
from  bales  of  plastic  material,"  accord- 
ing to  Ric  Lum,  Westbay's  resident 
manager,"  the  blaze  shifted  and  spread 
to  unbaled  paper  and  cardboard." 

"The  fire  department  responded  prompt- 
ly, but  because  of  high  winds  and  low 
water  pressure,  were  unable  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  blaze,"  1  um  added. 
"Because  of  low  water  pressure  at  the 
hydrants  firefighters  called  on  the  de- 
partment fireboal  to  help  squelch  the 
fire.  However,  lie  continued,  "higJi  winds 
from  the  west  blew  tlic  flames  toward 
the  front  of  the  property.  Eventually  the 
hydrants  on  the  west  side  of  tlie  prop'^rty 
were  utilized,  and  the  fu-e  was  extin- 
guished." 

The  damage  report:  a  ruined  baling 
machine;  three  cargo  containers  and  a 
loading  dock  were  severely  damaged; 
the  indicator  mechanism  for  the  truck 
scales  was  ruined;  and  a  forklift  was 
destroyed. 

Operations  resumed  from  a  new  port- 
able building  used  as  an  office,  and  the 
truck  scale  indicators  have  been  replaced. 
"Replacement  of  the  baling  machine  will 
be  a  major  problem,"  Lum  said.  In  the 
cleanup  operation,  there  still  were  sepa- 
rate piles  of  green,  brown  and  clear 
bottles,  scorched  but  largely  intact.  A 
large  pile  of  partly  burned  broken  bale?

legal  assistance  and  culturally  appro- 
priate services  and  has  compiled  cases 
from  across  the  country  tliat  document 
the  extent  of  physical  and  sexual  abuse 
experienced  by  immigrant  and  refugee 
women. 

The  Fund  is  working  to  challenge 
cultural  assumptions  that  take  domestic 
violence  for  granted.  For  instance, 
tlierc  was  a  case  last  year  in  which  a 
Bay  Area  Filipino  woman  and  both  her 
parents  were  attacked  with  a  knife  by 
her  ex-husband.  Many  in  the  Filipino 
community  raised  noney  to  post  bail  for 
the  attacker  and  the  Fund  felt  compelled 
to  take  action. 

In  April  the  Fund  co-sponsored  a  con- 
ference on  domestic  violence  in  the 
Filipino  community  that  attracted  80 
Filipino  community  leaders.  The  confer- 
ence was  both  educational  and  action- 
oriented,  with  presentation  of  the  general 
dynamics  of  abuse,  specific  cases  in  the 
community  and  the  effects  of  domestic 
violence  on  children.  The  community 
leaders  were  then  asked  to  develop 
strategies  of  their  own  to  deal  with  the 
problem.  Slogans  in  Tagalog  were  de- 
vised for  a  public  education  campaign, 
and  plans  were  made  for  teens  to  talk  in 
high  schools.

Old  Newspaper  Stories  Tell 
History  of  "Street  Person" 


The  following  story  is  exerpted  from 
articles  by  Ethel  Bogardus  of  San  Francis- 
co News,  an  afternoon  daily,  in  1934  and 
1935, 

It  was  on  June  25,  1835.  that  San  Fran- 
cisco's first  building  was  erected.  It  was 
built  on  a  provisional  land  grant  signed  by 
Francisco  de  Haro,  the  first  Alcalde,  and 
finally  approved  the  following  year  by 
Jose  Joaquin  Estudillo.  the  second  alca- 
de. 

The  year  1934  is  a  double  anniversary 
for  De  Hero  descendants.  It  was  the 
SUnth  anniversary  of  the  first  entrance 
into  Mexico  of  a  young  nobleman  of  the 
house  of  De  Haro,  who  accompanied  Cor- 
tcz.  The  name  is  one  of  the  oldest  in 
Spanish  history. 

Don  Francisco  came  to  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  as  the  little  settlement  by  the 
bay  was  then  known,  as  a  lieutenant 
assigned  for  duty  at  the  Presidio.  He 
later  became  private  secretary  to  Gov. 
Arguello.  and  accompanied  him  on  his  ex- 
plorations to  the  north  fork  of  the  Col- 
umbia River. 

It  was  during  this  time  that  he  met  and 
wed  the  beautiful  Emiliana  Sanchez, 
daughter  of  Jose  de  la  Cruz  Sanchez, 
grantee  of  the  Buri  Buri  Rancho.  They 
were  married  in  Mission  Dolores. 

As  San  Francisco  society  looks  back 
this  year  of  grace  1935  over  the  past  100 
years,  none  are  left  who  remember  the 
gracious  days  of  Verba  Buena's  begin- 
nings. 

Yet  a  few  links  remain  which  bind  the 
city  to  the  Spanish  era  which  held  sway 
after  Capt.  William  A.  Richardson  ^et  up 
tradinsr  post  on  the  sandy  wastes  of  Verba

Buena  until  the  discovery  of  gold  in  Cal- 
ifornia. 

Today  improvement  clubs  of  the  city 
placed  a  bronze  plaque  on  the  building  on 
the  northwest  corner  of  Clay  St.  and 
Grant  Ave.,  where  Capt.  Richardson 
founded  -  all  unknowingly  -  the  business 
section  of  a  great  city  by  setting  up  a 
trading  post. 

In  September  the  Down  Town  Associa- 
tion will  observe  Sun  Francisco's  100th 
birthday  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

All  of  Alcalde  de  Haro's  six  daughters 
were  popular  in  the  society  of  Verba 
Buena.  although  the  Spanish  beauties 
were  kep  pretty  much  in  their  own  fam- 
ily circles.  One  of  the  De  Haro  girls, 
Josefa,  married  Francisco  Guerrero, 
later  the  third  alcalde  of  the  city. 

Incident  to  this  lOOth  anniversary  of 
the  erection  of  the  first  building  in  San 
Francisco,  Grace  Theresa  Mitchell, 
California  playwright,  has  completed  a 
play  based  on  the  California  characters 
who  were  prominent  here  from  18U5  to 
1839.  The  action  of  the  play  is  centered 
in  the  Mission  District  and  around 
Mission  Dolores. 

After  the  death  of  Gov.  Arguello.  Don 
Francisco  built  the  rambling  adobe  on  the 
ground  adjoining  Mission  Dolores.  His 
hacienda,  with  its  lovely  gardens,  fount- 
ains and  orchards,  was  surrounded  by  a 
high  wall  and  avenue  of  trees. 

His  six  daughters  Josepha,  Dolores. 
Carlotta,  Candaleria,  Rosalie  and  Nati- 
vidad,  were  famous  belles  of  the  day.  and 
his  twin  sons,  Ramon  and  Francisco,  were 
the  delight  of  his  heart  until  they  were 
shot  down  by  Kit  Carson  for  walking  too 
close  to  the  American  encampment  near 
San  Rafael.  The  tragedy  broke  the  heart 
of  their  father  and  he  retired  from  public 
life.  He  died  in  1849.
